How many ot his cheering audi- 
ence detected that echo; how 
many ot them, | wonder, paused!

When 
Churchill spoke, this country was 
reeling under a gigantic military 
disaster We stood alone against 
an enemy ot prodigious strength 
and utter ruthlessness.

Our 
chief ally was already vanquished. 
At that time and in those circum- 
stances: * We will never surren- 
der!” was a battle cry for free-

But Hitler's defiance comes at a 
moment when Germany holds 
dominion over Europe, and when 
she vaunts fresh conquests even 
against the indomitable Russian 
armies. 

His is no battle cry. It is a con- 
fession not of faith, but of fear. 
It is an implied admission that his 
hope of total victory is fading

The Nazis are still immensely 
strong Hitler's boasts at the 
Sports Palace were not all empty.

territory 

The Russians scorched the earth 
as they retreated. They burnt their 
homes and factories and destroyed 
their growing crops rather than 
let anything of value pass into the 
enemy's hands 

But even their sublime sacrifices 
cannot deprive the Germans of the 
fruitful lands they hold. Harvests 
cannot be destroyed before they 
are sown, and new factories can be 
erected on ruined sites. 

Millions in Europe may die 9! 
hunger. but the Germans will be 
the last to starve. The United 
Nations can out-produce the Axis 
but Axis production is still gigantic 
and the Nazis are exploiting their 
victims almost to the limit of their 
industrial capacity 

Above all, the Germans them- 
selves have scarcely begun to con- 
sider the possibility of defeat 
Like Hitler, they may be losing 
hope of outright and total victory, 
but they cannot yet imagine how 
they can be beaten

ranks there is a swingeing 
majority for the views expressed 
by Mr. Wolstencroft, president of 
the T.U.C., and Lord Vansittart.” 

But Stalin does not appear to 
share those views. At all events, 
Russian propaganda to Germany 
has consistently sought to divide 
opinion there. It has urged the 
former opponents of the Nazis to 
throw their criminal leaders over- 
board, 

In fact, it has drawn the dis- 
tinction which our own leaders 
used to insist upon so emphatic- 
ally—the distinction between the 
Hitlerites in Germany and many 
of the people who live in misery 
under the Party yoke. 

Unforgivable crimes have been 
committed by the Nazis. “Man 
o' the People ” does not wish them 
to be condoned. He merely asks 
his readers to consider which 
policy—indiscriminate revenge or 
discriminating justice—is best cal- 
culated to hasten the crack in 
German morale. 

For his own part, he has no 
doubt that the Atlantic Charter— 
or, better still, a much more defi- 
nite and precise statement of the 
war aims it sets forth too vaguely— 
would prove a stronger weapon for 
early victory than any indictment 
and “Black Record” of the Ger- 
man people could ever be.

HE House of Commons 

has prolonged its own life 

for another vear, though 
some of its members, like King 
Charles the Second, had the grace 
to apologise for taking “such an 
unconscionable time in dying.” 

In fairness to the Government 
and the House, there was no other 
course open to them. A general 
election now might do harm and 
could certainly serve no useful 
purpose because millions of our 
fighting men would have no prac- 
tical chance to vote.
